It is obſervable concerning the fore-mentt- 


oned particular, that this privilege, of being. 


free from ſeverall Diſeaſes, doth not- conkiſt in 
any peculiar quality of the bodies of men, but 


proceedeth froni ſome hidden property of the 


Land and the Air it ſelf. This is made manifeſt 
rwo.manner of wayes, firſt, in that. ſtrangers 
comming into Ireland, doe partake of this 
ſame exemption ; aridas long as they continue 


there, areas free of thoſe evills, from which 


that climat is exempr, as the Iriſh themſclves. 


Secondly, in thatthe narives,born and brought 


upin Ircland ;, comming into other countries, 
are found tobe ſubje& unto thoſe” difeales as 
well as other people,andI have known' ſeverall 
ofthem, who being come hither into England, 


have fallen into the'Quartan Ague ; and+have 
as long and as badly bcen troubled with it , as 


ordinarily any Engliſhman uſeth tobe. 

And credible perſons have affirmed -unto 
me the ſame of Scotland,namelytharthe-Quar- 
tan Ague never having been ſeen there, the

therfrom other countries. This Feaver common-. 


ly accompanied with a great pain in the head 
a:d in all the bones, great weakneG,drought,lofſe 
of all manner of appetite, and want of ſleep, and 


for the moſt part idleneſs or raving , and reftleſ. 


neſs or tolſlings, bucno very greatnor conftant 


| heatzis hard co be cured, for thoſe that underſtand 


the diſcate, and ſeek to overcome it, do it not by 
purging, which cannot be uſed at any time with» 
out great and preſent danger; for the fermen- 
tation of the humors which cauſerh che difſcaſc, 
is hereby mightily increaſed , and the patient 


weakned; and hardly wich bleeding, which ſeldom 


is uſed with ſucceſs otherwiſe than in the very 
beginning ; but with firengthning medicines 
and good cordials: in which caſe, and it all ne- 
cefſary preſcriptious be well obſerved , very few 
perſons doe loſe their lives ; except when ſome 
extraordinary and peftilent malignity commerh 
to it, as It befalleth in ſomeyeares, with fo great 
violence, that notwithſtanding all good helps, 
ſome are thereby carried to their graves; the ſame 
doth ordinarily come to paſs, that ir proveth 
deadly , if the Sick doe fall into unskiltull hands, 
or neglcQaall help, or do not obſerve good di- 
reQions ; in which caſes many do perifh ; and.

The Lootnels'doth alſo greatly reign in Ire- 
land, as well among hoſt of the countrie 28 a- 


mong the Strangers, wherfore the Engliſh inhabi- | 


tants have given it the name of The country-dil- 
caſe. Many areagreat while troubled with it, and 
yet get no other harm : and thoſe that berimes 


doe make uſe of good medicines, are withour a- - 


ny great difficulty cured of it, But they that let 
the Loofneis take its courſe , do commonly afcer 
fome dayes get the bleeding with it , whereby 
the diſeaſe doth not only grow much more 
troubleſome and paintu}l; but a great deal hardes 
to be cured ; & at laſt ic ufeth to turn to the Bloo- 


dy flux, the which in ſome perſons, having lafted: 
a great while, leaveth them of it ſelf ; but in 


farre the greateſt number is very dangerous, and 
killeth the moſt part of the fick , except they be 
carefully affifted with good remedies. 

* That this difcale,azalſo the other,niz.the Ma- 
lignant Feaverg, ave fo rife in Ireland, doth part- 


ty come through the peculiar diſpoſition and ex- 


ceflive wetneſs of the Air; bur partly alſo through 
the errours which people do commit in eating 
and drinking, and cther particulars: as manifeſtly 


doth appear by that a very great number, not 
only of the Natives, but alſo of rheStrangers com-

Among the reigning diſeaſes of IrcJand the 
Rickets alſo may with good reaſon be reckoned, 
a diſeaſe peculiar to young children, and fo well 
known to every body in England , as it 18 need- 
leſs to give any deſcription- of it ; and yettothis 
day never any Phyſician, either Engliſh or ofany. 
other nation , made any the leaft mention of it , 
nonotin theſe works which are expreſly writ- 
ten of all manner of diſeaſes and accidents of 
litle children. | 
-} In Ireland thisdiſeaſe is wonderfull rife now, 
but it hath nothing neer been fo long known 
thereas in England, cither through th: unski'. 
fullneſs: or negle& of che Phyſicians ( che: mc 
part wherof in both kingdomes to this day are 
ignorant not onely of the manner how to cure 
it, but even of thenature and property therec f) 
or that really it is new there, _ never befor= 
having been in Ireland, hath got footing in i: 
only within theſe few yeares , through ſome 
ſtrange revolution or conſtellation , or Gods im- 
mediat ſending: which kind of changes ſeveral 
times have betaln in divers Countries , -and in

The Rickets are of Jate very rife in Ireland,

world , namely the Leprohe , which in former 
times uſed to bee very commgn there, efpccially 


inthe Province of Munſtcr ; the which therefore 


was filled with Hoſpitals, & mag built for to re- 
celve & keep theLeprous perions.Burt many yeares 
fince Ireland hath been almoſt quite freed from 
this horrible and loathſome diſeaſe, and as few 
Leproug perſons are now fcund there, as in any 
othcr Countrie in the world; fo that be Hoſpt- 


tals ereRed for their nle, having ſtood empty a 


long time,at length are quite decayed & come to 


nothing. The caute of th s change is not fo obſcure 
noranknown, as it is in moft other changes of 
that nature? For thatthis fickneſs was fo gene-_ 
rall in Iretand , did not come by any peculiar de- 


fe& in the Landoran the Air, but meerly through 
the fault & foul gluttony of the inhabicants,in the 
exceſſive devouring of unwholeſome Salmons, 
The common report in Ireland is , that boiled 
S2]mons eaten hot out of the Ketcle in great 
quantity, bringrhis diſeaſe, and uſedto be the 
cafe why it was ſo common: and ſome famous

Bur the 
Engliſh having once gotten the command of the 
whole Countrie into their hands, made very ſe- 
vere laws againſt the taking of Salmons in that 
unwholeſome ſeaſon, and ſawchem carefully ob= 
ſerved ; whereby hindering thoſe barbarians. a- 
gainft their will co feed on that poyſonous meat, 
they were the cauſe that that woefull ficknelis, 
which uſed ſo mightily to reign among chem, 


* | hath intime been almcft.quite aboliſhed : which 


great 'benefit, with ſo many others, that hatefull 
people hath rewarded with ſecking utterly to ex- 
terminate their benefaQors.
